In all these years Pomeroy has 


never abandoned hope or being re- 
eaBed by legal proceedings. He has 
made several applications for a par- 
don, all of which have been denied, 
but notwithstanding this his courage 
has never diminished in the least de- 


ree. ' 
He now thinks that he sees a ray of 


hope In a writ of error to the supreme 
oourt of the United Slates, and for 
many months all bis energies have 
been bent In that direction. 


Boon after his last failure to secure
